School  Committee 


Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  China:    I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report. 

The  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  change  and 
transition  from  the  abnormal  conditions  caused  by  the 
Great  War  to  the  natural  order  of  life.  The  causes  of  these 
conditions  were  world-wide  and  were  therefore  bound  to 
affect  seriously  all  communities  everywhere.  The  here- 
tofore steadily  mounting  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
the  scarcity  of  labor,  the  shortage  of  teachers  were  some 
oi  the  disquieting  conditions  which  happily  are  now 
passing  away. 

The  change  has  not  yet  been  completed  and  will 
doubtless  require  some  time  to  accomplish  fully,  but  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made  in  lessening  the  stress  and 
strain  of  the  war  burden. 

I  am  glad  to  report  g'ood  work  in  the  schools  by  our 
teachers.  They  have  worked  faithfully  and  intelligent- 
ly in  the  interests  of  their  pupils.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  teachers'  wages  have  been,  and  are,  lower,  than 
in  other  kinds  of  employment,  and  further  that  the  de- 
mands upon  them  from  the  general  public,  parents  and 
school  officials  are  greater  by  far  than  upon  other  classes 
of  workers  they  have  given  generous  and  whole-hearted 
service  in  their  several  positions. 

This  fact  is  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  the  pre- 
sent and  future  well  being  of  the  community.  Fot  one 
of  the  outstanding  facts  of  the  present  is  the 
multiplicity  of  demands  upon  the  schools  from 
every  quarter.  Propaganda  of  almost  every  sort  seeks 
to  exploit  the  schools  for  its  own  purpose.  Every  one 
with  a  mission  self-imposed  or  otherwise  tries  to  carry 
it  on  through  the  schools. 
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These  things  lay  upon  the  teachers  a  heavy  burden 
of  responsibility  for  wise  discrimination  and  good  judg- 
ment.  Teachers  must  know  what  the  child  needs  and  see 

that  that  need  is  met. 

Fortunately  the  year  has  not  been  broken  up  by  sick- 
ness or  other  causes.  Good  discipline  has  been  quite  uni- 
form in  all  the  schools  and  pupils  have  made  good  pro- 
gress. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  Physical  Training  in 
the  schools.  All  teachers  were  supplied  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  term  with  approved  text  books  on  Physical 
Training.  From  teachers'  reports  for  fall  and  winter 
terms,  it  appears  that  nine  out  of  the  ten  teachers  in  the 
town,  are  giving  physical  exercises  from  ten  to  twenty 
minutes  per  day.  So  that  although  we  have  had  no 
Physical  Director,  still  we  have  complied  to  some  extent 
with  the  requirement  of  Section  1,  Chap.  73  Public  Laws 
of  1919  making  it  the  duty  of  Superintending  School 
Committees  to  provide  for  instruction  to  be  given  to  pu- 
p  ils  in  all  public  schools  in  personal  hygiene,  communi- 
ty sanitation  and  physical  education  . 

However,  I  would  recommend  that  another  year  a 
physical  director  be  employed  in  co-operation  with  ad- 
joining towns.  State  aid  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred 
dollars  is  available  for  this  purpose. 

School  Improvement  Leagues  have  been  organized 
in  all  the  schools.  They  have  cash  on  hand  $47.98  and 
have  purchased  articles  for  the  schools  to  the  value  of 
$'92.11.  The  largest  single  purchase  is  that  of  a  victrola 
costing  $74.75,  by  the  school  at  Weeks  Mills  . 

Six  of  the  schools  observed  Mother's  Day.  One,  the 
Stanley  Hill  school  has  had  hot  noon  lunches,  Every 
school  in  town  has  had  thirty  weeks  of  school  since  last 
town  meeting,  13  weeks  in  the  spring,  11  in  the  fall,  6 
in  the  winter  term. 
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The  population  of  the  town  as  given  in  the  last  cen- 
sus is  1,257,  a  decrease  of  40  from  the  census  of  1910. 
The  school  population,  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  21  years,  was  295  on  April  1,  1920;  boys  141,  girls 
154. 

The  average  Aveekly  wages  of  teachers  for  the  year 
ending  July  1,  1920  was  $14.16  compared  with  §11.76  the 
preceding  year.  The  average  weekly  cost  of  schools  for 
the  year  ending  March  1,  1920  was  $220.42  compared 
with  $211.51  the  preceding  year. 

Twelve  different  teachers  have  been  employed  for 
the  year.  The  number  of  schools  is  ten.  Five  teachers 
have  taught  the  same  school  for  the  entire  year.  Two 
are  college  graduates.  Four  have  normal  training.  Nine 
have  previous  experience  as  teachers. 

Number  of  different  pupils  registered  in  the  common 
schools  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1920,  236:  boys  HI  J  , 
girls  125. 

Number  conveyed  at  the  expense  of  the  town  61. 
Tost  of  conveyance  per  pupil  $34.90.  The  average  daily 
attendance  was  165  compared  with  162  last  vear. 

Number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  Erskine  Academy  is 
51.  Of  this  number  eighteen  arc  tuition  students  from 
the  following  town,:  Vassalboro  2,  Somerville,  5,  Palermo 
\,  Wayne  1  and  Windsor  10. 

The  main  room  in  the  Academy  building  is  filled  to 
capacity  and  addi^oi;--!  seats  have  been  purchased. 

The  school  committee  contracted  with  the  trustees 
for  payment  of  tuition  of  town  pupils  qualified  to  attend 
at  $1800.  The  joint  committee  consisting  of  the  school 
committee  and  an  equal  number  of  trustees  of  the  Aca- 
demy elected  Arthur  L.  Sturtevant,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Maine,  principal  at  a  salary  of  $1500,  and 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Sturtevant,  a  graduate  of  Colby  College,  and 
Miss  Thelma  Sawyer,  assistants  at  $900  each  a  year.  Miss 
Sawyer  has  taken  two  years'  work  at  the  University  of 
Maine 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  renew  my  recommenda- 
tion of  last  year  for  the  employment  of  a  helping  teach 
er,  and  to  thank  the  citizens  and  members  of  the  school 
committee  for  their  friendly  co-operation.

To  see  if  the  town  will  have  one  or  more  road 
commissioners  for  the  ensuing  year.  And  establish  pay 
for  same. 

Art.  9.  To  choose  one  or  more  fire  wardens,  fix  their  com- 
pensation and  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same.

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Art.  11.  To  choose  a  collector  of  taxes  and  one  or  more 
constables  for  the  ensuing  year.

To  sec  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  settle  Tax  deeds.
